The gag- 
ging Decree was immediately proposed, 
which the King signed without seeing, as 
we must sappose, that it tended Tess to do 
service ta the Royalists than to shield the 
Jacolins—less to recommend submission to 
the Bourbons, than to check all freedom of 
animadversion upon the conduct of the 
Buonapartists. All our Private Letters 
inform us of the severity with which the 
Pross is watehed—an instance of (he sv- 
verity exercise towards the Eilitor of a 
Paper, known te be conducted by a devate 
ed friend of tre Bourbons, will be fouud 
in another part of our paper. 

That Úrese measures must be dishearten. 
ing to the Royalists, to the faithful fol- 
lowers of the Bourbons, may be casily bee 
lieved,. What can be expected from a 
system whose object seems to be to extend 
all posstble lenity to the agents of the last 
rebellion, to preserve Buonapartists in 
ollice and to embody a great part of the 
preseut army, which was ordered to be 
disbanded, with the new forces to be raise 
ed. What may be the conscquences— 
The allied armies withdrawn, Louis falls 
at once into the hands of men incorrigibly 
opposed to his family and government. 
The avents of government disaftected to 
him; the army, comprehending a large 
body of troops, who have fought against 
him, and hrable to corrupt the new levies 
by appealing to their military prejudices, 
and, in acktitton to this, an active body of 
men, enrboldened by impunity, icessante 
1y employing every engine of treachery 
and falschoud to debase the chaâräcter of 
his government, and to stir up the feelings 
of the country against him. _Whilst such 

“a system is pursued—whilst the Ministry 
remains coustituted as it is, how can the 
Allies leave France to herself ând witha 
draw their armies? ‘Phere would be no 
safety, nay; there could be no safety for 
the King of France, if they did—and they 
cannot be his trieuds who would advise 
him to press such a measure. But the Ja- 
cobins, the revolutionists advise it—all 
their efforts are to stir up irritation against 
the Allies, and to try to alarm the Sove- 
rteiens both for the subsistence and safety 
of their troops. Fhey know that whilst 
they remain they cannot execute their pro= 
‘jects. But they must remain, and in great 
force too, or the revolutionary spirit will 
be againat work, There is no truth of 
which we are more ficmly persuaded than 
“this that nota month, nay;, perhaps a 
week woukl not elapse without convul- 
sion) if the Allies were to withdraw their 
‘troops at present. The moment the Sove- 
reigns saw the two measures adopted, 
upon which we have touched already, 
from that moment they must have given 
up all ideas of a speeuy removal of their 
arinics, if any such intention were in con> 
templation: ‘These measures are what is 
nicknamed the disbanding the army and 
the Decree against the Press. A show, it 
is true, was made of disbanding the army; 
but it was a mere show; and the insincerity 
accompanying the measure was most ap- 
parent. In the first place, to prove that 
it was not approved by the present Miníse 
ters, an old Decree, dated Lisle, March 
23, is resorted to. Then Marshal Mac- 
donald is appointed to the command of 
the army so disbanded, as though a dis- 
banded army could need à Commander; 
and finally, this disbanding is. in practice 
interpreted to mean the incorporation of 
the sait army with the new troops which 
ate to be raised! Such abominable tergi- 
versation shows the utter absence of all 
principle. 

The second measure is the decree 
against the Press. — We all recollect how 
long the insulting crics under the Palace 
windows of Vive l’ Empereur were unpun- 
ished and unprevented. Attength, howe 
ever, the Press goaded the Police into 
some vigour, and as a recompence for this 
public service, the censorship was revive 
ed, and the first operation ot the decree 
was to silence the voice of truth and pa- 
friotism. The Papers which honcstly 
held up the proceedings of the Police to 
the notice of the public, have been oblig- 
ed to assume another tone, It is not 
therefore for the King they have advised 
the measure, but for themselves. The 
King’s cause neel not fear publicity; but 
their conduct fcars it.— They are working.
